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Loud announces 
resignation

WILMINGTON — Wilming- 
ton Selectman Ed Loud has 
announced his impending 
resignation from the Board 
of Selectmen. Loud, who 
would have been up for re- 
election in 2020, will official- 
ly resign after the Feb. 11, 
2019 meeting. 

According to Loud at the 
Jan. 28 meeting of the 
board, this decision is a 
result of his acceptance of a 
job offer in Maryland. The 
position will require him to 
Spend a great deal of time 
outside of town. He will, 
however, remain a Wilming- 
ton resident, spend week- 
ends and holidays at home, 
and vote at Town Meeting 
this spring. 

“Technically I could serve 
as a selectman,” said Loud, 
“but personally I don’t think 
it's right to hold onto the 
seat without being totally 


accessible to the residents 
all week long, which I am, 
and I have been.” 

Loud said he could never 
have anticipated this out of 
state job offer, but that he is 
excited for what the new po- 
sition will mean for his fam- 
ily. He also said that, though 
he could have waited until 
Feb. 11 to announce his res- 
ignation, he wanted to be 
“fair” to the residents and 
anybody potentially interest- 
ed in filling his seat. 

“At that time (Feb. 11), I 
will more formally acknowl- 
edge my colleagues on the 
board and _ appropriately 
thank the residents of Wil- 
mington for the opportunity 
to serve,” said Loud. 

“That’s all I have to say, it’s 
an emotional decision, and 
it’s been a great two years.”

WILMINGTON — At the 
Jan. 28 meeting of the Board 
of Selectmen, Town Mana- 
ger Jeffrey Hull shared a let- 
ter directed to Michael Ken- 
ley; secretary of the execu- 
tive office of housing and 
economic development. 
- According to Hull, the town 
received notice from State 
Senator Bruce Tarr’s office 
that Tarr had made efforts 
in mid-2018 to earmark 
$1,000,000 for the North Wil- 
mington commuter rail sta- 
tion in a state economic 
bond bill. In addition, Tarr 
earmarked $250,000 for de- 
velopment along the Route 
38 corridor. 

At this time, Hull states 
that the governor’s office 
hag received a number of 
different requests from rep- 


resentatives and senators 
throughout the state. The 
governor will begin assem- 
bling his 2020-2024 capital 
plan. The letter directed to 
Kenley strongly encourages 
that he speak with the gov- 
ernor and encourage him to 
include these two projects in 
the bond bill. 

“The prospect of improv- 
ing the platform so that it’s 
handicapped accessible and 
allows trains to continue on 
beyond the roadway when 
dropping off and picking up 
passengers is very impor- 
tant for us in terms of 
emergency response,” said 
Hull. 

Hull added that the $250,000 
for economic development 
would go a long way towards 
“helping us with efforts to 
reinvigorate and further bol- 
ster the activity that’s going 
on on Route 38.”

The river suffers 
from perennial low flow 
conditions particularly in 
the summer and during 
droughts; this low flow chal- 
lenges the reliability of our 
public drinking water sup- 
plies, as well as negatively 
impacting the river and its 
ecosystem. 

A mandatory Safe Yield* 
has been determined by the 
Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts for all the rivers in 
the state including the Ips- 
wich. “Safe Yield” is defined 
as the amount of water that 
can be removed from the 
watershed without risking 
the reliability of water sup- 
plies and the health of the

property and deduct it in the year the property is placed

The phase-out threshold increased from $2 million to $2.5 


million. 


The new law allows taxpayers to elect to include 
improvements made to nonresidential property. The 
improvements must have been made after the date the 
property was first placed in service. 
These improvements include any improvement to a 
building’s interior; roofs; heating and air conditioning 
systems; fire protection systems; and alarm and security 


systems. 


Improvements that do not qualify include enlargement of 
the building; service to elevators or escalators; and internal

As a result, any future ad- 
ditional water use in the 
Ipswich River watershed 
must remain under the cur- 
rent allocations forever. 

Communities that depend 
on the river for their drink- 
ing water need to plan for a 
future with a limited water 
supply. Over the longer term 
we'll need to reduce water 
use overall by enhancing 
comprehensive water con- 
servation strategies across 
the region. We will need to 
work together to share wa- 
ter across town boundaries, 
import less damaging alter- 
native sources, and/or in- 
crease storage within the 
watershed.

Background 
The Ipswich River Water- 
shed includes all or part of 
21 communities in north- 
eastern Massachusetts. The 
watershed provides drinking 
water to approximately 
330,000 people and 20,000 
businesses every day inside 
and outside the watershed. 
Following a hiatus after the 
financial crash in 2008, de- 
velopment is once again 
increasing rapidly in the 
region, causing new water 
demand to increase. Until 
less damaging alternative 
water sources are devel- 
oped, any new development 
must not increase existing 
water demand. A series of 


_ recent studies** conducted 


by the Ipswich River water 
supply communities demon- 
strate the severity of the 
challenge and concluded: 

e The majority of the pub- 
lic drinking water sources in 
the watershed rely on winter 
and spring replenishment, 
which is increasingly unpre- 
dictable due to changing 
weather patterns. 

e An estimated 75 percent 
of the Ipswich watershed’s 
water withdrawals are ex- 
ported, either as wastewater 
flow, or for potable water 
use, outside of the water- 
shed. Therefore, return flows 
that would otherwise help to 
replenish the river and its 
groundwater are minimal. 

e Over the next 20 years, 
the population of the Ips- 


- wich watershed is estimated 


to increase by about five 
percent and climate trends 
are forecast to reduce sum- 
mer flows even further and 
increase the risk of drought, 
which are likely to place ad-

ditional pressures on local 
water supplies. 

e Development trends ac- 
ross the region show a pro- 
liferation of private wells for 
both residential uses and 
irrigation which exacerbate 
the problem. 

Given these risks, the time 
has come to minimize the 
impact of new development 
on our limited regional water 
supply. Fortunately, there 
are a multitude of strategies 
available today that can real- 
istically minimize water 
demand associated with new 
development. They fall into 
three categories: 

e First, we can minimize 
new water use by imple- 
menting enhanced water 
conservation practices and 
regulations, including re- 
quiring ultra-efficient fix- 
tures, indoor water conser- 
vation, and minimizing non- 
essential water use such as 
outdoor irrigation. 

e Second, developers can 
offset the rest by paying a 
fee into a “water bank” to 
reduce water use equal to or 
greater than the new de- 
mand in other parts of town 
through such efforts as re- 
pairing leaks, upgrading an- 
tiquated systems, adopting 
private well by-laws, and 
implementing the enhanced 
water conservation prac- 
tices. 

e Third, we can develop 
land in a way that minimizes 
its impact on the water bal- 
ance, and we can export less 
water out of the watershed 
so it can be recycled within 
the watershed as nature in- 
tended.

A.D.H.D. issues evolve 


Parents and school staff 
have for years been coping 
with doing the right thing 
with students who have 
A.D.H.D. but a recent arti- 
cle in the New York Times 
by Anupam Jena and Mi- 
chael Barnett of the Har- 
vard Medical School along 
with Timothy Layton of the 
Harvard School of Public 
Health have pointed out 
that the diagnoses of 
A.D.H.D. “have nearly dou- 
bled in number over the 
last two decades with wide 
variations from state to 
state.” They point out that 
three times as many chil- 
dren have been diagnosed 
in Kentucky as in Nevada.

The authors of the piece 
point out that more than 
five percent of children in 
the United States are now 
taking medication for 
A.D.H.D., which the au- 
thors point out could have 
significant side effects.

New study makes 
recommendations to address 
clinician burnout 


A paper released last week 
by the Harvard T.H. Chan 
School of Public Health, the 
Harvard Global Health Insti- 
tute, the Massachusetts Medi- 
cal Society, and Massachu- 
setts Health & Hospital As- 
sociation has raised the alarm 
on the pervasive problem of 
physician burnout. 

The paper ncludes directives 
aimed toward curbing the 
prevalence of burnout among 
physicians and other care 
providers, including the ap- 
pointment of an executive- 
level chief wellness officer at 
every major healthcare or- 
ganization, proactive mental 
health treatment and support 
for caregivers experiencing 
burnout, and improvements to 
the efficiency of electronic 
health records. 

In a 2018 survey conducted by 
Merritt-Hawkins, 78% of phy- 
sicians surveyed said they 
experience some degree of pro- 
fessional burnout — a syn- 
drome involving one or more of 
the symptoms of emotional 
exhaustion, depersonalization, 
and diminished sense of per- 
sonal accomplishment. Physi- 
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MHA endorses workplace violence prevention legislation 


cians experiencing burnout are 
more likely than their peers: to 
reduce their work hours or exit 
their profession. 

“The issue of burnout is 
something we take incredibly 
seriously because physician 
wellbeing is linked to provid- 
ing quality care and favorable 
outcomes for our patients,” 
said Alain A. Chaoui, M.D., a 
practicing family physician 
and president of the Massa- 
chusetts Medical Society. “We 
need our healthcare institu- 
tions to recognize burnout at 
the highest level, and to take 
active steps to survey physi- 
cians for burnout and then 
identify and implement solu- 
tions. We need to take better 
care of our doctors and all 
caregivers so that they can 
continue to take the best care 
of us.” 

“Massachusetts hospitals 
place a high and unwavering 
priority on the safety and well- 
being of patients and everyone 
who works in or visits their 
facilities,” said Steven Defos- 
sez, M.D., MHA’s V.P. of clini- 


cal integration, a practicing 


radiologist, and a co-author on 
the new report. “In particular, 
we recognize the need to fur- 
ther empower healthcare pro- 
viders and support their emo- 
tional, physical, social and 
intellectual health. This report 
and its recommendations offer 
an important advance toward 


ensuring that physicians are: 


able to bring their best selves 
to their lifesaving work. We see 
it as a component of our broad- 
er efforts to improve the 
healthcare workplace for 
every single employee, from 


’ nurses and direct care workers 


to lab technicians and admin- 
istrative personnel.” 

By 2025, the U.S. Department 
of Health and Human Services 
predicts that there will be a 
nationwide shortage of nearly 
90,000 physicians, many driven 
away from medicine or out of 
practice because of the effects 
of burnout. Further complicat- 
ing matters is the cost an em- 
ployer must incur to recruit 
and replace a physician, esti- 
mated at between $500,000 and 
$1 million. 

“The growth in poorly de-

quired that physicians spend 
more and more time on tasks 
that don’t directly benefit 
patients, contributing to a 
growing epidemic of physician 
burnout,” said Ashish K. Jha, 
M.D., director of the Harvard 
Global Health Institute and 
K.T. Li professor of global 
health at Harvard T.H. Chan 
School of Public Health. 
“There is simply no way to 
achieve the goal of improving 
healthcare while those on the 
front lines — our physicians — 
are experiencing an epidemic 
of burnout due to the conflict- 
ing demands of their work. We 
need to identify and share 
innovative best practices to 
support doctors in fulfilling 
their mission to care for 
patients.” 

In addition to Chaoui, De- 
fossez, and Jha, the paper’s au- 
thors are Andrew R. Iliff, J.D., 
program - manager, Harvard 
Global Health Institute; Mary- 
anne C. Bombaugh, M.D., pres- 
ident-elect, Massachusetts Me- 
dical Society; and Yael R. Mil- 
ler, MBA, director of practice 
solutions and medical econom- 
ics, Massachusetts Medical So- 
ciety.

In a letter to CMS last week, 
MHA urged the federal agen- 
cy to reconsider rules regard- 
ing how Medicaid Managed 
Care Organizations (MCOs) 
direct payments to providers. 

Following substantial chan- 
ges in 2016, CMS recently pro- 
posed modest updates to its 
Medicaid managed care rules. 

In its letter, MHA reiterated 
concerns stemming from 
changes made in the 2016 final 
rule that, among other com- 
plex provisions, preclude state 
Medicaid authorities from 
stepping into MCO/provider 
negotiations to, in effect, set 
rates. But that 2016 rule also 
allowed states to set “mini- 
mum” and “maximum” fee 
schedules. In 2016 comments, 
MHA raised concerns with 
this provision, arguing at the 
time that MCOs, given mini- 
mums and maximums, would 
default to those limits and 
providers would be forced to 
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accept them. 

In last week’s letter to CMS, 
MHA’s Senior Director of State 
Government Finance and Poli- 
cy Daniel McHale wrote, “Just 
as we predicted a problem in 
2016, it has now become a reali- 
ty.” In 2017, Massachusetts re- 
stricted MassHealth MCO reim- 
bursements to 105 percent of the 
MassHealth __ fee-for-service 
rates for in-network acute care 
hospital services. Effective 
March 1, 2018, the limit was 
dropped to 100 percent of the 
fee-for-service rate. The policy 
also applies to MCOs that fully 
integrate with Accountable 
Care Organizations (ACOs) as 
part of the state’s sweeping and 
forward-thinking MassHealth 
ACO initiative that went live 
March 1, 2018. 

McHale wrote that on one 
hand CMS issued a rule effec- 
tively prohibiting state Medi- 
caid agencies from directing 
how its MCO contractors re- 
imburse healthcare providers, 
but on the other hand it has 
allowed a state to set a maxi- 
mum fee schedule tied to the 
Medicaid rates the state itself 
sets. In the case of Massa- 
chusetts, this effectively has 
exempted the state from the 
rule prohibiting the directing 
of payments and has resulted 
in de facto rate setting. 

“The ability of hospitals and 
other providers to negotiate 
independently with MCOs is 
critical to ensure the added 
value a hospital may provide 
to support care management 
of MCO enrollees and to be a 
high-quality, key network pro- 
vider for the MCO in a partic- 
ular service area,” MHA’s let- 
ter states. “For many ACOs, 
hospitals serve as key ele- 
ments to their model and pro- 
vide much of the financial 
backing that will affect the 
ability of these ACOs to suc- 
ceed. The limitations on reim- 
bursement rates with Mass- 
Health MCOs will make it dif- 
ficult for many hospitals to 
continue critical community 
care initiatives on fragile fi- 
nancial margins. The ability to 
negotiate is also needed to 
minimize the likelihood they 
will be taken advantage of fi- 
nancially by non-network 
ACOs/MCOs.” 

The lack of negotiating flexi- 


bility between providers and 
MCOs/ACOs has consequen- 
ces. Earlier this month UMass 
Memorial Health Care -an- 
nounced 170 layoffs that the 
hospital attributed mainly to 
the MCO contracting issue. In 
an interview with the Boston 
Business Journal, UMass Me- 
morial Health Care CEO Eric 
Dickson, M.D., said the sys- 
tem’s inability to negotiate 
rates reduced reimbursements 
to his system by $40 million, 
resulting in the layoffs. — 

“I understood what the state 
was trying to do by leveling the 
playing field by lowering reim- 
bursements across the state, 
but it had a very negative im- 
pact on us — a disproportion- 
ate impact because of who we 
are and who we care for,” 
Dickson said in the interview, 
noting his system’s high pro- 
portion of MassHealth. pa- 
tients. 


Drug prices are spiraling up 
and affecting hospital care 


The American Hospital As- 
sociation released a report last 
week showing that total drug 
spending per hospital admis- 
sion increased 18.5% between 
FYs 2015 and 2017. Hospitals 
experienced price increases in 
excess of 80% across different 
classes of drugs, including 
those for anesthetics, parenter- 
al solutions, opioid agonists, 
and chemotherapy. More than 
90% of surveyed hospitals 
reported having to identify 
alternative therapies to miti- 
gate the impact of drug price 
increases and shortages. And 
one in four hospitals had to.cut 
staff to mitigate budget pres- 
sures. 

"This report confirms that we 
are in the midst of a prescrip- 
tion drug spending crisis that 
threatens patient access to 
care and hospitals' and health 
systems' ability to provide the 
highest quality of care," said 
AHA President and CEO Rick 
Pollack. The new Congress has 
already begun to hold hearing 
on prescription drug prices:

The bill is supported by 
Sandy Hook Promise, a non- 
partisan, nonprofit organi- 
zation led by several family 
members whose loved ones 
were killed in the tragic 
mass shooting at Sandy 
Hook Elementary School in 
2012. The organization pro- 
vides educational program- 
ming aimed at preventing 
school violence. 

“What happened in Sandy 
Hook and far too many times 
since can never happen 
again. This legislation is a 
pro-active approach to help 
kids before they do harm to 
themselves or to others,” said 
Sen. Finegold. “The com- 
monsense solutions created 
by this bill will save lives.” 

Sandy Hook Promise’s pro- 
gramming has already been 
used in schools in Sen. 


Finegold’s district. In 2017, 
Tewksbury’s Wynn Middle 
School, the Brookside, Eng- 
lesby and Greenmont Ave- 
nue Elementary Schools in 
Dracut, and Dracut High 
School all participated in 
“Start With Hello Week,” a 
program that promotes con- 
nectedness and_ inclusion 
and helps students to identi- 
fy and help others who are 
showing signs of social iso- 
lation. 

The SAVE Students Act 
was also filed in the Massa- 
chusetts House by Repre- 
sentative Natalie Higgins of 
Leominster. 

“Students play an integral 
role in ending stigma 
around mental health and 
can have the most impact in 
changing school culture,” 
she said. “I am excited to 
work with Sandy Hook Pro- 
mise on the SAVE Students 


Act to help Massachusetts 
students build stronger com- 
munity, identify the signs 
and signals of violence and 
suicide, and support each 
other in creating safer 
schools." 

Additionally, the SAVE 
Students Act would ensure 
that all Massachusetts 
schools have a designated 
school threat assessment 
team that is trained on how 
to identify and intervene 
when threats of violence are 
made and how to get stu- 
dents help before a crisis. 
The establishment of school 
threat assessment teams 
was a leading recommenda- 
tion from mental health and 
safety experts following the 
shooting at Sandy Hook 
Elementary School in De- 
cember 2012. 

“All students should be 
able to learn and grow in 
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environments that are inclu- 
sive, supportive, and free of 
violence,” said Massachu- 
setts Attorney General Mau- 
ra Healey. “My office is hon- 
ored to be partnering with 
Sandy Hook Promise to im- 
plement a $1 million grant to 
expand school-based vio- 
lence prevention programs, 
mental health training, and 
suicide prevention to nearly 
140,000 students across Mas- 
sachusetts. There is nothing 
more important than pro- 
tecting the safety and well- 
ness of our young people, 
and this bill is an important 
step forward.” 

In response to the introduc-

Foster Park actually has 
two entrances, one at Patriot 
Road and one at Revere 
Road, bookends of Edith 
Drive. A small easement runs 
along a residential driveway 
at the Patriot Road entrance, 
so parking is just along the 
street. There is no kiosk yet 
for the park, but the land is 
open and protected for resi- 
dents to enjoy. 

The land has trails that 
criss-cross the parcel. While 
there is clear evidence of 
ATV activity, motorized ve- 
hicle use on the property is 
strictly prohibited. During a 
successful work event in 
2016, the paths were cleared 
of brush and debris to reveal 
a network of gently rolling 
trails which lead to the 
Shawsheen River. Evidence 
of beaver activity is present 
and there are several! vari 
eties of trees, perfect for 
bird watching. 

According to the Open 
Space and Recreation page 
on the town’s web site, 
Foster Park has a “dense 
pine forest that overlooks

the convergence. of Content 
Brook and the Shawsheen 
River.” 

While access to the river is 
possible for kayaking or 
canoeing, the distance would 
be long for one person fo 
carry a boat alone but, per- 
haps with two people, it 
would be fine. The park is 
available for use during day- 
light hours only and pets 
must be on leash or under 
control. Pet waste must be 
removed, and there is no 
hunting, dumping, trapping, 
fires or paintball allowed on 
any open space conservation 
area in the town.

“The dogs that were the 
most active or into it at the 
end of the day are the start- 
ing lineup,” Shedd explained. 

Animal Planet scored Mor- 
ty as a backup player in- 
stead of on the starting line- 
up in his Puppy Bowl profile 
— where he’s listed as num- 
ber 37. 

Shedd recalled that Mor- 
ty’s scoring is apt, since he 
was not very into the game. 

“He wasn’t interested in 
playing with the other dogs,” 
she said. “When all the dogs 
were down one end, he was 
on the other end.” 

However, she’d describe 
Morty as a friendly, mischie- 
vous, and energetic puppy. 
Sheila Shedd admitted that 
it’s pretty cool to tell people 
that her dog is in the Puppy 
Bowl and she can’t wait for 
everyone to see it. 

The show filmed in New 
York City on Oct. 16 will be 
replayed on Sunday, Feb. 3 at 
3 p.m. on Animal Planet.

social media post by the ZBA 
chairman, who described 
those with substance depend- 
ence disorder as "junkies". 

Veerman, who faced heavy 
criticism after news broke 
about his Facebook post in 
the fall of 2017, addressed the 
controversy shortly after the 
revelations by apologizing to 
local residents, especially 
those who have lost loved 
ones to addiction. 

Earlier this month, the 
ZBA chairman technically 
voted in favor of the 48-bed 
treatment facility, which a 
majority of other board mem- 
bers also felt met the town's 
criteria for a special permit. 
Though the ZBA's vote was 3- 
to-2 in favor of the project, a 
supermajority of the board 
was needed in order for the 
special permit to pass muster. 

Veerman's leadership dur- 
ing the deliberations also 
appear to undercut the most 
recent allegations about his 
ability to act impartially. 

In one such display in 
December, the ZBA chairman 
urged his colleagues to ignore 
public pressure for a final 
vote, which in his opinion 
would be taken before 
Betterment LLC had a 
chance to present all relevant 
information regarding poten- 
tial security arrangements. 

“We’ve gone through this 
for a year. This has ripped 
this town wide open. I want to 
end it... but it’s important for 
all of us to have the requisite 
information we need to make 
a decision,” the chairman 
remarked at the time. 

The newest twist in the 
years-long saga was prompt- 
ed by a filing from local attor- 
ney Mark Bobrowksi, repre- 
senting Betterment LLC, in 
the wake of the ZBA's deci- 
sion earlier this month to 
reject the special permit 
request. 

Specifically, Bobrowski's 
clients plan to reappear 
before the local officials on 
Feb. 27 to request a public 
hearing on its request for 
"reasonable accommodation". 
Specifically, the local lawyer 
contends the detox center, 
even if unable to meet the 
standards of Wilmington's 
zoning ordinance, is eligible 
for special consideration in 
light of federal protections 
given to disabled persons. 

Federal regulators, citing 
previous court decisions, con- 
tend that those with drug 
dependencies are defined as a 
protected class of citizens 
under the American 
Disabilities Act (ADA) and 
the Fair Housing Act. 


As such, the local lawyer is 
arguing that Wilmington offi- 
cials should agree to a "rea- 
sonable accommodation" by 
allowing the detox center to 
be built, even if ZBA members 
believe it doesn't fully meet 
all local zoning code require- 
ments. 


Widespread opposition 

Town officials began chal- 
lenging the detox center plans 
almost immediately after the 
Board of Selectmen (now 
known as the Select Board) 
first heard about the develop- 
ment back in Sept. of 2017. 

According to local develop- 
er Paul Kneeland, who is list- 
ed as the manager of

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“However, the non-conform- 
‘ing property also sits within a 
mixed zoning district that 
ineludes a dense neighbor- 
hood that largely consists of 
Single-family homeowners. 
For the past year, abutters, 
packing before the ZBA dur- 
ing multiple standing-room- 
only public hearings, have 
made clear their opposition to 
the treatment center. 

Those citizens, though 
acknowledging Wilmington 
could use a treatment center 
given the number of local res- 
idents effected by the deadly 
opioid epidemic, have insisted 
the Middlesex Avenue site is 
inappropriate for such a busi- 
ness. 

“Make no mistake, this 
proposal would change the 
character of our home from 
being in a residential neigh- 
borhood to being an extension 
of an industrial zone,” said 
area resident and School 


Committee member MJ 
Byrnes during a ZBA meeting 


"Look at all these people 
whose lives are anguished... 
It's all about safety," Kim 
MeNeily, who purchased her 
home for $460,000 in August of 
2017, remarked last February 
during one of the ZBA's first 
meetings on the project. "We 
moved to Wilmington, 
because we thought this was a 
nice, tight-knit community 
with nice school systems. You 
can imagine our horror when 
five days after buying our 
home, we found out a develop- 
er was looking to build a 
detox across the street." 

The drug treatment facili- 
ty has generated such wide- 
spread community opposition 
that town leaders tried to 
block the development by 
changing the community's 
underlying zoning regula- 
tions. 

Specifically, weeks after 
Kneeland and partners first 
unveiled the plans, veteran 
Selectman Michael McCoy, 
who has always insisted the 
Middlesex Avenue property is 


inappropriate for a detox cen- 
ter, announced plans to out- 
law treatment centers in all 
zoning districts, with the lone 
exception of industrial areas 
in the community by 
Ballardvale Street. 

- Ultimately, the zoning 
change easily passed in a lop- 
sided 366-to-62 vote during the 
special assembly on Dec. 16. 

However, just weeks before 
citizens had a chance to enact 
that new zoning bylaw at 
Town Meeting, Bettering LLC 
counteracted McCoy's move 
with a legal maneuver of its 
own. 

Specifically, Bobrowski, on 
behalf of his clients, submit- 
ted a preliminary subdivision 
approval plan regarding 362 
Middlesex Ave. to the 
Wilmington Planning Board. 
In doing so, the lawyer suc- 
cessfully froze the underlying 
zoning on the site for the next 
eight years and_ thereby 
shielded his clients from the 
Town Meeting legislation.

NORTH READING. 
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~ When one sees the coverage of natural and 

manmade disasters in the media, I can’t help 
but wonder if many of us consider how we 
might react if we were faced with a true life or 
death decision. “Valor is a gift,” Carl 
Sandburg once said. “Those having it never 
know for sure whether they have it until the 
test comes.” 

I have had the opportunity to speak with 
recipients of the Medal of Honor, our nation’s 
highest award for valor in action against an 
enemy force. To a man, none of them consid- 
ers himself a hero. They generally said that 
they were doing their job and that the true 
heroes were their buddies who didn’t come 
home. At a time when we seem to have trivial- 
ized the notion of what it takes to be a hero, we 
have a memorial in Wakefield to four Men that 

exemplify the true meaning of the word. 

~ 3 Tir the early morning hours of 3 February 
1943,° US Army Transport Ship (U.S.A:T.) 
Dorchester, a converted cruise ship, was torpe- 
doed by a German submarine in the icy seas 
off Labrador in the North Atlantic. Heavily 
damaged by the torpedo, it is believed that the 
Dorchester took on water and sank within 
twenty minutes of the torpedo strike. Survivors 
of the sinking reported that during the ensuing 
pandemonium, four men were seen offering 
encouragement, support and even their own 
lifejackets to those in need. 

The four men were Reverend George 
Lansing Fox, a Methodist Minister from 
Gilman VT; Doctor Alexander David Goode, a 
Rabbi from Washington DC; Reverend Clarke 
Vandersall Poling, a Minister of The First 


Remembering 
The Four Chaplains 


Reformed Church from Schenectady NY; and 
the Reverend John Patrick Washington, a 
Catholic Priest from Arlington NJ. They are 
known to this day as “The Four Chaplains’. 

Immediately after the Dorchester was hit, 
witnesses reported that the Four Chaplains 
were moving among their fellow passengers 
ministering to the injured, offering direction 
and support for those clambering for lifeboats 
and ultimately removing their own lifejackets 
and offering them to others when the supply of 
lifejackets was exhausted. “It was the finest 
thing I have seen or hope to see this side of 
heaven,” said John Ladd, a survivor who saw 
the chaplains’ selfless acts. 

There were 902 men aboard the U.S.A.T. 
Dorchester that cold February night. 672 died 
and there were 230 survivors. When the news 
of the Dorchester’s sinking reached America, 
the public ‘was stunned by the magnitude of 
the tragedy and by the heroic conduct of the 
four chaplains. 

The Four Chaplains were posthumously 
awarded the Distinguished Service Cross and 
Purple Heart on December 19, 1944. A Special 
Medal for Heroism was authorized by 
Congress and awarded posthumously by 
President Eisenhower on January 18, 1961. 

Congress officially designated Feb. 3 as 
Four Chaplains Day in 1988. Observances are 
held each year across the nation. It came as 
some surprise to discover that Wakefield has a 
memorial to The Four Chaplains. On May 30, 
1955, a dedication ceremony took place at
